THE GOLD QUESTION. 

Stx,—The readers of the Mining Journal must have been edified at the 
novel chemical principles and extraordinary discoveries lately made in that 
science, which put at naught all the brilliant exploits of a Berzelius, a 
Gay-Lussac, ora Faraday. The chemists who have been taught, and whose 
researches have accorded with those celebrated men, are. now told that they 
have laboured in vain, for all the fundamental laws of chemistry are vio- 
lated by our modern innovators. {[t has been always supposed that matter 
in every variety of form combined according to given laws, and that the 
chemist could disunite these combinations into their primitive forms. 
This synthetical and analytical operation was the test of the true character 
of the various kinds of matter with which we are acquainted. 

In the laboratory, gold is made to combine with sulphur, chlorine, 
oxygen, &c., but so feeble is this abnormal condition that on exposure to 
the atmosphere the metal is soon resolved in its native metallic state. Not 
80, however, with other metals; all those conditions found in Nature can 
be reproduced, and they retain the same characteristic as those formed from 
the earliest periods of the disturbance of the earth’s surface. 

So great is the repugnance of gold to enter into any combination, and 
so difficult is it to retain it when so combined, that chemists have always 
regarded it as a settled principle that it always existed in Nature in the 
metallic state ; properly speaking, there are no ores of gold. I have made, 
since the _ 1833, some hundreds of experiments with this metal, but 
particularly since 1849 a great portion of my time has been devoted to the 
subject. Gold is often intimately associated with the sulphurets of iron, 
copper, lead, arsenic, antimony, &2., but more particularly with the py- 
rites of iron and copper; with these, as with the others, it invariably ex- 
iats in the metallic form, but frequently so minutely subdivided as to be 
must difficult of separation; in fine, to attempt it by means of mercury, 
prior to its being submitted to a preparatory process, is fruitless. On cal- 
cination of these pyrites, the sulphur carries oif mechanically the minute 
= particles—at least, a large proportion of them. The power of asub- 
iming substance carrying off gold when minutely divided is exemplified 
in the distillation of mercury containing gold. I have oftentimes ob- 
served the cover of the retort entirely gilded, when the mercury was car- 
ried off too fast by an active fire. here are no doubt many mines in 
England which could be profitably worked, if the gold could be economi- 

y extracted from the pyrites; in fine, it is thus that most of the minute 
particles of are mechanically combined in all partsof the world. The 
uncoated gold, I believe, forms but a small percentage when compared with 
that associated with sulphur, iron, copper, zinc, lead, &c. 

Without any desire to herald myself as a great discoverer, allow me to 
say that I have at length obtained a simple and inexpensive mode of ar- 
Fiving at the end desired. It requires no hocus-pocus, new-fangled appa- 
ratus, which cannot be revealed until such and such conditions are com- 

plied with,—it is within the reach of all who desire to test the expe- 
riment. The receipt is as follows :— 

1. Submit your auriferous pyrites in an open vessel, either of iron or clay, 
to the action of a bright red-heat. 2. Cover the surface of the pyrites 
with finely-powdered anhydrate of lime, from 4 to 6in. This covering 
acts as a filter, if I may use the phrase; it prevents the sulphur carrying 
away the minute particles of gold, which accumulate in the porous cake 
of lime. I have oftentimes this winter corroborated this fact. Should 
any of ty: companies desire to see the matter practically demon- 
strated, I 1 be happy to do so, if they will signify their desire by ad- 
dressing me a letter to that effect. I need not add, that the mode of 
separating the fine gold particles from the lime cake is extremely simple. 

In connection with this subject, I must here state, that the using of 
steam to render the mercury sensitive, was employed by me in California 
in 1851. I also claimed the heating of the mercury in my first United 
States patent, in 1852. In the last number of the Journal, your able cor- 
respondent, Mr. Evan Hopkins, has ironically shown the absurdity of at- 
tempting the extraction of gold and silver by one and the same process. 
He has shown that it is only by beautiful chemical changes that the 
silver is brought to its metallic state; whereas, he knows as well as my- 
self, that gold is invariably found in the metallic condition—not “ mineral- 
ised,” as some of our “ chemical = Idus. 

I would not have troubled you with this communication, ut my pati- 
ence was exhausted, to find that the Mining Journal was being made the 
vehicle of such unmeaning advertising twaddle as has lately appeared in 
relation to the extraction of gold.

GOLD AND SILVER AMALGAMATION. 





Srr,—Mr. Bursill, in his last letter, alludes to the effect of hot water 
in the process of amalgamation. .Perhaps it would be well to acquaint 
those who are endeavouring to introduce this process in England that hot | 


water is frequently employed to expedite the amalgamation. I was under | 


the necessity of employing boiling water at the amalgamation-works of | 


Santa Ana 1837 to 1840, in order to effect the object in 12 hours in- | 
stead of 24 hours, —* the want of sufficient machinery to do the | 
same amount of work with cold water, until I erected more barrels. How- | 
ever, 24 hours with cold water is considered safer in the long run than | 
12 hours with hot water. In entering into these questions, it would be 
well to make a distinction between amalgamation, aided by double de- 
composition in closed vesse]s, and amalgamation effected by mere mercurial 
trituration, as they are very different operations. 

Mr. Harris, in his last letter, states—‘‘ More practical knowledge has 
been obtained on the subject during the last three years than was ever 
known before ; and there can be little doubt that quicksilver amalgama- 
tion is now being understood by those who give their time and attention 
to the subject.” 


I presume Mr. Harris, in making the above statement, alludes to those 


for the treatment so eulogised, and no doubt deservedly, hy your corres- 
pondent. An excellent opportunity offers at this moment for a compara- 
tive testing of Mr. Bursill’s system and mine, on a proper working scale. 
Several tons from the Cornish mine already referred to ate actually under 
my treatment, of which the results will soon be published, and would ere 
now, but for delays absolutely imposed upon me, which I had no power 
to counteract. And as Mr. Harris, the superintending manager of the 
Chancellorsville Company’s works at Frodsham, has spoken so highly in 
your last Journal of Mr. Barsill’s treatment of ores, and that company has 
some hundred tons of ore now lying at Lambeth, on the very spot of my 
operations in hand, the occasion, I repeat, for such a trial ef both systems 
could not possibly be more opportune, If Mr. Bursill would consent to 
eperate on a few tons of Virginia quartz, the issue might go some way 
towards solving the question, whether minute particles of the precious 
metals can be profitably obtained from matrix substances treated .in this 
mode. Both Prof. Henry and your humble servant have proved the Vir- 
ginia quartz to be rich in gold and silver, Mr. Bursill will, therefore, be 
sure he has auriferous and argentiferous matter to work upon ; and we may 
now, should he think fit to allow us, witness the success of his operations 
on a satisfactory scale.—ZIslington, Feb. 5. P, A. Goperroy, 


AUDITING OF ACCOUNTS. 

S1r,—The opening of Parliament, together with the commencement of 
a new year, present an appropriate opportunity for a few remarks on the 
subject of account auditing, especially when following so closely upon the 
disastrous results arising from the slippery manner in which this duty has 
been performed hitherto, the sad consequences of which live in the me- 
mory not only of the poor victims of the system—Redpath, Robson, Paul, 
and Cameron—but in the minds of others, who charitably attribute the 
eauso of this unhappy position to the directors and managers of public 
companies for countenancing such a rotten branch of their public responsi- 
bility. We find persons appointed to supervise and check the books and 
balance-sheets of companies as auditors, without any regard to their suita- 
bility for the work, or, if suitable, heedless of the manner in which it 
should be performed. It is truly lamentable to see the farces played with 
such genuine goodwill towards the officials by their very respectable and 
clever auditors, who frequently, not to say always, receive the balance- 
sheet of the affairs of a company, beautifully written out, additions care- 
fully made, and, perhaps, at the same time the ledger, exhibiting similar 
proof of its correctness, for comparison ; and, what is of more consequence, 
for their august autographs, and probably for a few words of commendation 
upon the talent displayed in the concoction of the accounts, not the cook - 
ing. Well, for this laborious effort in the vicious and pernicious audit, a 
fee of from ten to twenty guineas is awarded, as well as a vote of thanks, 
and the business is complete, to the satisfaction of the officials, and the 
approval of the shareholders. Poor blind mortals! I do not assert this 
to be the general fashion of auditing, but recent events have proved that 
this plan—aye, and something worse—is current in this degenerate age, 
Well, Sir, where ig the remedy? I do not attempt to put forward a com- 
plete antidote for the poison, but modestly assert that if my common-sense 
views of auditing were to be ripened into a new plan, the efficiency of the 
test should be the absence of fraud—ergo, the profit of the shareholders. 

First, the remuneration of auditors, and their responsibility, should be 
commensurate with the trust confided. Do you cappees that a few hours, 
or two or three days, of examination of books which may have occupied 
the accountants or twelve months to compile would satisfy my idea 
of auditing? Certainly not. ‘The thing is preposterous to a fifth-rate 
book-keeper, who laughs in his sleeve at the absurdity—a year’s work ex- 
amined in one day, or one hour, and certitied to be correct! 

I would fix the remuneration at from 10/. to 20/. per month, or more, 
according to the magnitude of the concern ; and the responsibility I would 
limit also—namely, that if the auditors will pass accounts, and certify to 
their correctness, then should they be answerable for the errors, the 
frauds, and the deficiencies, even though they amounted, as in the case of 
the Crystal Palace Company, to nearly 30,000/. Better for shareholders 
to pay 5002. per annum for work to be properly done than lose the above 
enormous sum at one blow. 

Next, in auditing the affairs of any company, I should require a monthly 
investigation, to which no official but the auditors should have access-— 
the only memeranda competent persons require being the books and papers 
of the company, including every subsidiary book, letter, or statement, 
which the accountant may have used. These would comprise the ro 
or waste books (sometimes the most important), the daybook, pole 9 
journal, and ledger in one category; the various pay and receipt books, 
bill and miscellaneous, and bankers’ pass books in another ; the vouchers. 
cheques, receipts, letters, documents, sheets, properly enumerated, and 
bearing examining clerk or director’s signature; the minute books, transfer 
books, share ledgers, share certificates, and other records of that depart- 
ment; with the Deed or Act of Parliament governing the affairs, in order 
to see that its provisions are observed in every particular; and with 
these elements P think that an Avprror might rigidly pursue his duties 
fearlessly, and arrive at some certificate of correctness, or the contrary, 
of the result of his work month by month. Of course, wilful collusions 
of employers and servants might pass undetected, but if he be empowered 
to object to this item, or the other charge, which to his mind may appear 
untenable or wrong, his enquiries may elicit the truth, curtail the risk, 
and his recommeniations afford security. I should also empower his 
examination of all the securities and property of the company. 

The above rapid outline may be the means of opening the eyes of others 
better able to elucidate the matter. Censor.

THE CLEVELAND IRON AND IRONSTONE., 
S1r,—The correspondence which has appeared in your Journal respect- 
ing the Cleveland iron, and the recently-discovered ironstune in that dis- 
trict, does not allude to the real cause why more extensive operations in 
the manufacture of iron have not been carried on; the fact being that 
Cleveland is not yet developed, and the only ironstone royalties at pre- 


or on the levels by shafts of a few yards; and the latter, avoiding incline- 
plane expenses, is as economically worked. 

Beds of fine brick-clay are also found in Cleveland, easily workable. 
The following is the ysis of one of about 5 ft. thick, by drift :—Silica, 
50°20; alumina, 26°80 ; protoxide iron, 2°43; lime, 1°84; loss by heat, 17°00. 

There are also thin seams of coals, from 16 to 22 in. in thick- 
ness, obtained by means of shafts from 15 to 30 yards deep, atan expense, 
including rent, of 48. to 5s. per ton, near the ironstone, in many cases ; 
and these coals are convenient for calcining the stone on the spot.

THE MANUFACTURE OF IRON IN CLEVELAND. 

Sin,—Your correspondent of Jan. 24, “A Practical Man,” strives hard 
to secure to the present ironmasters in Cleveland and South Durham a 
monopoly of the make of pig-iron in those districts, by representing coke 
as “scarce” and “dear.” Unfortunately, however, for your “ Practical 
Man,” in the same Journal as his letter appears, we find the following 
announcement :—‘‘ The large contracts of some railway companies having 
been given to Messrs, Straker and Love, has caused some hundreds of coke 
ovens to be put out in Pease’s West Colliery ; consequently, several hands 
have been compelled to seck employmentelsewhere. The collierics, also, 
at the latter place do not work full time.” This paragraph is a direct con- 
tradiction to your correspondent’s statements, and shows that the present 
limited number of furnaces in the district do not consume, by very large 
quantities, the coke that could be produced, or why put out “ hund 
of coke ovens” and discharge neni and “ work p bn time?” I have 
no hesitation in stating that coke could be obtained for 50 more furnaces 
in the district, without enhancing its price one penny. With coke at 12s. 
per ton, calcined ironstone at 5s, or 6s. per ton, and limestone at 3s, per 
ton in Cleveland, the ironmasters are ising handsome profits ; in fact, 
pig-iron can at all times be made in Cleveland at 10s, to 15s, per ton less’ 
than it can generally be produced in Wales, and 30s, per ton less than in 
Staffordshire, —Cleveland, Feb,.2, ——— J. 


THE EDUCATION OF COLLIERS. 

Sr1r,—The superior ediicational facilities that are now being affurded by 
the Government and local committees, are, of course, equally available to 
the children of all classes; but from Government Inspectors’ reports, as 
well as from other sources, we learn that the number of children in col- 
liery districts, attending school above 10 years of age, bears a very low 
proportion to those in other districts. This isnot merely to be attributed 
to the inability of colliery parents to keep their children longer at school, 
but to their custom of sending them to work as soon as ever their employers 
will engage them ; the father says that hisson has had more “ schooling”’ 
than ever he had, and more thaa will ever be required in their “ line of 
life ;”” hence his sons, one after the other, ere their minds are sufficiently 
matured to appreciate what they have been taught at school, are doomed 
to spend about five-sevenths of their wide-awake existence in the dark re- 
gions of the pit, where physical exhaustion overcomes every endeavour 
after intellectual improvement, if, indeed, such ever be made, and the 
intervals of labour and rest, which might otherwise have been turned to 
good account, are spent in the most sensual indulgence and grossest vice. 

How widely different might be the effect of their experience in the pit, 
if before the commencement of such their mental perceptions had been 
awakened to mechanical principles and geological facts ; every tram-wheel, 
self-acting machine, yea prea na and organic remains, would then have 
evidently and pleasingly illustrated what they had heard or read, and 
their hours of leisure would have been spent in extending their acquaint- 
ance with these, as well as with other branches of science, 

The efforts that are being made to establish schools, and secure efficient 
teachers, are indeed laudable, but similar efforts appear to be called for 
in other directions for the accomplishment of the same ultimate purpose. 
No one ought to be allowed to employ a girl or boy for wages under 14 
years of age, such law would in most cases be a protection to those who 
are unable to defend themselves from the ruinous effects to both mind and 
body of an early removal from school and appointment to oppressive daily 
toil. There are, however, some pleasing exceptions to this general state 
of things amongst colliers; we do now and then find intelligent parents 
who show great solicitude for the education of their children ; hence at 
almost every colliery we find two orthree young men whoare anxiously en- 
deavouring after the improvement of their minds and their social condition, 
A very efficient means of such improvement has lately been placed within 
the reach of these aspirants in the institution of the Mining School, Nelson- 
street, Bristol; by connecting themselves with this school they not only 
get into a course of study best adapted to their requirements, but to a great 
extent make themselves known as proper persons for places of responsi- 
bility and trust in connection with collieries.— Fed, 4. M. F, 


MINING AS IT IS, AND AS IT SHOULD BE.—No. I. 

Siz,—For several wecks past I have seen letters in your valuable Jour- 
nal upon the respective merits of the royalty system, of which British 
mines may be taken as the type, and the purchase system, or that under 
which the majority of foreign mining enterprises which it is proposed to 
work with English capital is brought before the English public.

ON GOLD AND SILVER EXTRACTION. 

Srz,—In last week’s Journal my name was mentioned by your able 
correspondent, Mr, Evan Hopkins, in conjunction with that of Mr. G. 
H. Bursill, a patentee of some standing in the department of science con- 
nected with the reduction of metalliferous ores, to the effect that “if we 
could suggest further improvement or economy beyond the beautiful pro- 
cess of reducing silver ores” which he specifies in his letter, he should 
be pg fo recommend them to his friendsabroad. Now, my pretension 
is, that I introduce both improvement and economy in the treatment of ma- 
trix where the metallic particles are minutely diffused, as is known to be the 
Case —* British ores ; and, with all deference, I think 2 marked 
distinction uld be drawn between such as are of this character and 
those produced in foreign mines, where the precious metal is clearly de- 
fined, and, in fact, show themselves to be highly argentiferous—to which 
I presume this approved, and no doubt successful, treatment by amalga- 
mation is given. I can say, however, that I shall be only the better pleased 
the severer the test to which my system may be subjected. 

My letter in your Journal of Oct. 14 last was, I had hoped, a clear ex- 
planation of it, so far as could then be prudently exposed ; but on the 14th 
of this month the specification itself of my patent will be enrolled, when, 
of course, the principle and mode of this new treatment will fully appear. 
Mr. Bursill’s patents have been enrolled between three and four years, 
Consequently there are ample means of judging whether those patents 
Offer any features worthy of notice in a really practical point of view. As

Sites for six new furnaces have lately been purchased by two firms, and 
it is ceftain that within the next two or three years Cleveland will become 
one of the most important iron-making districts in the kingdom, In re- 
gard to the ironstone, in addition to the usual Cleveland band, varying in 
thickness from 6 to 14 ft., and averaging 28 to 32 per cent. metallic iron

zeal brought the company into a paying position, for a very inadequate 
sum per annum, another might be appointed in his place, and reap the 
fruits of his exertions. As, however, few respectable directors would con- 
sent to work for two or three years without pay, I would suggest that for 
the first three years each director be paid a small fixed sum (which should 
never exceed 50/, for the largest concern, as where more than that amount 
is paid the company could only be considered as working under the old 
system, with additional disadvantages), which should cease entirely at 
the expiration of that period; and the directors appointed at the forma- 
tion of the company should be required and allowed to hold office for the 
first seven years, to afford them the guarantee alluded to above. At the 
end of the three years the directors should solely rely upon profits, and 
this would undoubtedly give them a far greater amount of energy than 
some of them at present possess. & 

The nett profit should be distributed at the rate of 10 per cent. to the 
directors and 90 to the shareholders ; thus, supposing the nett profit on the 
year’s working to have been 2000/., the shareholders will receive 1800/., and 
the directors 2907. Now, assuming the board to consist of nine members, 
each director will receive 22/, 4s. 54d. for his year’s services. The bene- 
ficial result of this system is apparent, since it is evident that if the di- 
rectors desire to continue to receive their 50/. per annum remuneration 
they must contrive to realise 4500/, as in that instance 450/, (507. each) 
will be the directors’ portion, and 4050/. the shareholders’ portion ; and, 
supposing the capital raised to have been 10,000/., the directors, in order 
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, at the depth of about 6 fms. from surface, the deepest part o 
. tions are very good, there being good stones of copper ore at that depth. This mine 
» isa specimen of mining generally in this neighbourhood 3 with this difference, that 
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to secure thénisclvés their 507. each for the fourth year, must return the 
shareholders 10} per cent. per annum ; or, allowing 2} per vent. to forma 
reserve fund, 8 per aoc annum. This system, although compara- 
tively unknown in Eng’ is very generally adopted on the Continent ; 
and I may add it is very seldom that the directors continue their fixed 
salary for three years, as the 10 per cent. (for that is the ordinary allow- 
ance in Continental companies) usually very far exceeds the fixed remu- 
neration before that time, and there is always a saving clause in the regu- 
lations which secures the directors the percentage when it exceeds the fixed 
sum—this is another lever to enforce the energy of the directors. 

lf this system were generally adopted by English mining companies 
there would be much less cause of complaint amongst capitalists, and as 
regards Devon, Cornish, and Welsh mines, I am sure that many mines 
which are now comparatively worthless, at least tothe shareholders, would 
be found highly remunerative ; whilst those which are now working toa 
loas would be made to pay costs, and thus allow of development to an ex- 
tent which would ultimately secure profits, without further and useless 
calls upon the shareholders. We should then, I believe, be less inclined 
to allow ourselves to be deluded by worthless foreign schemes than we 
are at present,— Fulham, Feb, 4, ReroRMapor, 


MODERATE ROYALTIES v, THE PURCHASE SYSTEM. 
Sin,—In my last communication, I endeavoured to show the immensely increased 
advantages which would be realised by shareholders in companies established on the 
royalty system, as compared with those whose object is to work property which has 
been purchased by the company, and is, therefore, free from royalty. 1 will now en- 
deavour to show the benefits to be derived by investing in Cornish mines, as compared 


with the majority of foreign mines; and although I have been somewhat anticipated 
by your correspondent “ A. B.,” in your last Journal, I think he has scarcely far 
enough to r the question as clear to others as it evidently is to himself, The 
ordinary manner of forming a company for working a Cornish mine is this—The pro- 
moter, who is very seldom the proprietor of the estate, obtains a lease from the land- 
lord upon the best terms, that is to say the lowest royalty ble, and, thereupon 
considering he is entitled to something for his trouble in obtaining the suid lease, 
proceeds to form a company, reserving to himseif 1-20th, or at most 1-10th of the ca- 
pital raised ; so that, at least, there are 9-10ths of the capital remaining to work the 
mine; and, although Lallow that in too many instances the promoter makes exagge- 
rated statements, and sometimes even causes a property to be worked which is com- 
paratively worthless, I contend that the shareholders have the satisfaction of knowing 
that their money has been expended in carrying out the object for which it was sub- 
scribed, and that, therefore, they do not feel the same amount of regret as if their 
money had been wastefully squandered. 

But turning from this, which certainly appears a legitimate speculation, I refer to 
the manner in which foreign mining compunies are usually formed, and which pre- 
sents a widely different aspect. The promoter, who, in this instance, is frequently a 











needy landowner, not po-sessing an excess of i gh sometimes 
an English gentleman, — who makesa living by playing upon the credulity of the English 
publ c, proceeds to obtain the names of bers of the ari y (sometimes Eng- 


lish, but if this be not practicable, foreign), and thereupon writes an attractive pro- 
speccus, which is simultaneously inserted in the newspapers of the countries which 
are concerned, or which are most likely to subscribe capital fur carrying on the un- 
dertaking. If the proprietor be the promoter of the concern, be will probably content 
himself with one-fourth of the capital raised, and a small royalty on the minerals 
produced ; but where the property reaches the shareholders second-hand, little less 
than balf of the subscribed capital will suffice, and as the preliminary expenses would 
in this case be at least ten times as much as in the former instance, probably not 
more than one-fourth of the capital raised would be applicable for working the pro- 
perty ; instances have been known where the balance for commencing operations has 
been comparatively trifling. 

This, however, is not the only cause of the extreme risk attendant upon foreign 
mining, 4s in many instances it has been found that, even when the promoters have 
allowed the shareholders to reserve one-fourth of the capital to work the mine, there 
wos nothing to justify the expenditure of a tenth of that small balance, although, by 
cooked reports, and the payment of small dividends (out of capital), the shareholders 
have been induced to carry on operations for years, and sometimes even to subscribe 
additional capital, they have ultimately found that the sole object of the directors has 
been to keep the company from dissolution, so that they might obtain their yearly 
remuneration. 

The delusive system of the promoters may be attributed tothe fact that where they 
are the proprietors they have purchased the property in some barren and worthless 
district, and being aware that no good can be ‘lone with it for mining purposes, are 
glad to secure the largest possible amount of purchase-money, well knowing that by 
agreeing to accept a royalty they will gain nothing, asthe ote (2) is one of those be- 
longing to the list of ** mines that never will sell ores.” Where the promoter is not 
the proprietor, the case is still worse, as his sole object is to obtain as much money as 
— for himself, eoganeres of the interest of either proprietors or shareholders. 

{ foreign mines are to be worked at all with English capital, an entirely new system 
must be adopted.—City, Feb. 2.

8ST. COLUMB AS A MINING DISTRICT. 


Sirk, —Knowing that the only step which will lead to a just appreciation of the above 
asa mineral district, is by its merits being made known through your widely-ex- 
teaded Journal—that being, as it is, the main organ of the mining community—and 
in pursuance of a promise I made in my remarks hereon in your last Number, I beg 
to resume the subject, aud will endeavour, as briefly as possible, to show that the 
pe rer i expressed is one which the appearances of the di-trict justify being 
entertained, 

To pass from the southern to the northern extremity, a vast field for mining enter- 
prise is observed. The first piece of ground in that direction which attracted my at- 
tention is in the parish of St. Enoder—a beautiful mineralised killas, close to a gra- 
nite range, on the east, and in which are situate the Chyprase and Burthy Row Tin 
Mines. Though neither of these mines has been sunk below the 40 from surface, yet 
immense quantities of tin are raised ; indeed, it has been said Burthy Row paid a pro- 
fit, though so shallow ; and Chyprase, when abandoned a few years since, wus on the 
eve of becoming profitable, with every prospect of being a lasting mine; but both of 
these mines were unfortunately stopped through some inevitable disputes, No other 
mine has been opened between these mines and the granite further east. In con- 
tinuing iy course still north from the last mentioned mines, and approaching the 
boundary of St. Columb Mejor, I was struck with the beautiful appearance of another 
extensive channel of ground; this, also, making @ course of eastand west, and being 
nearer the granite than that channel in which the Burthy Row and Chyprase are 
situate. In this I found that the once far-famed and celebrated Barton is situated. 
This mine, like the others, has only been sank to about 40 fathoms from surface, and 
was, at the time of its being stopped, actually paying a profit to the adventurers, but 
at this period a ruthless Chancery suit between the parties interested is stated to have 
stopped its career, in which state it has ever since remained. Near this, but of 
the mineral course I have just alluded to, is Fatwork and Wheal Virtue, mines which 
have already obtained a notoriety for mismanagement and waste of carital. A little 
further north is the Halloon Tin Mine. Each of these mines appears to me to be in a 
belt of non-productive strata, 

Continuing my course still north, and nearing the town of St. Columb, I observe 
that the neighbourhood here appears to be highly mineralised ; here it is where the 
celebrated Turgo {not Hugo, as stated last week) is situate. This mine, I observe on 
reference to Martyn’s map of Cornwall, was in existence more than a century ago. 
Many years since it was reworked, and, by the uid of a small steam-engine, sunk to 
the depth of 40 fms., and a considerable quantity of copper returned; though cobalt, 
in which the mine abounds, being the ubject of the company, large quantities of cop- 
per were wasted among the rubbish. The halvans on the mine give undoubted testi- 
mony of the fact; indeed, it is now a matter of question whether the burrows, if 
dressed, would not yield a profit. So great were the excavations in raising cobalt, 
that their works actually ran together, and no attempt to open the mine bas since 
been made. Adjoining this mine, on the north, is Wheal Courtney, which was com- 
menced about ten or eleven years ago, by Colonel Vyvyan, by driving a shallow adit 
on the course of a lode, and in the course of two or three months it returned about 
40 tons of rich copper ore, realising upwards of 20/. per ton, Immediately upon this, 
Mr. Vyvyan, who was also the landowner, granted a sett to a London company of 
adventurers, who, ata point of 500 fathoms east, erected an engine, and sunk a shaft 
about 35 fms. from surface; bat, strange te say, they never continued their opera- 
tions to a sufficient depth to cut the lode. The only inference, therefore, that can be 
drawn is, that had they done so they would have had an extraordinary rich mine. 
Adjoining, on the north, is East Wheal Leisure; this mine was worked about four- 
tecn or fifteen years ago, by the aid of a small watcr-wheel, to the depth of 14 or 15 
fathoms, and upwards of 2000/, worth of rich ore was returned from one lode alone. 
A cross-cut was extended north about 12 fathoms, at which point another lode was 
intersected, stated to be richer than the one on which they worked; this increased 
the water to such an extent they were compelled to abandon it, or erect greater ma- 
chinery ; the former course was adopted, in of the adventurers being 
unable to erect the machinery required. 

Near to this, on the south-west, is St. Columb Treseavean, a short-lived mine. 
Through the extraordinary circumstances by which the merits of this mine were 
made known to the public, a further description is unnecessar , beyond the fact that,

THE COPPER TRADE, AND THE SMELTERS., 

Sia,—I have but just seen the letter of *‘ A Manufacturer,” in your Journal of Jan. 17. 
It is painful to be obliged to set him right so repeatedly as to his “* facts,” though his 
errors may be unintentional. Messrs. Usborne, Benson, and Co., were never at any 
time large smelters, as he asserts, as the size of their works can testify. So far from 
Mr. Thomas Williams, of the Temple, or his son, Mr. Owen Williams, being indebted 
to mining, as “A Manufacturer” says, for any portion of their wealth, they never, 
as I believe, held a share or interest in any mine whatever; nor did | say that the 
latter gentleman came into the trade without a shi!ling, but distinctly said his father 
left him 400,000/, He was, moreover, an intimate personal friend of my own father, 
and I may be presumed to be correct ; nor is it true that the U Works were 
closed, because the trade was generally unprofitable. Mr. O. Williams worked them 
experimentally, with a view to make a superior kind of copper, which might com- 
mand a higher price in the market. In this object he failed to succeed, neither has 
the t been a mere auxiliary to the rise of the Messrs. Grenfell and Vivian; it was 
the sole source from which they derived that wealth which has raised them to rank 
and station in society. The Messrs. Williams, of Scorrier, are, I admit, largely in- 
terested in mines, but the result of their speculations, on an average of the past twenty- 
five years, has been disastrous. 

“*A Manufacturer,” not myself, was the first to drag the names of individual firms 
into notice, which he now cries out against, since he finds the tables turned on him. 
Heaven knows the charge he,makes of * looseness” may be fairly retorted on him; 
and what can be more monstrous than his estimate of the smelters’ profits by the 
standard of an individual sale of ores, instead of by striking an average? He blinks 
the great question at issue entirely—viz., ‘Is the Smelters’ Association formed for 
a fair legitimate object, and does it exercise its power honestly, so that competition 
labours under no restraint?” Will he have the hardihood to give this question an 
affirmative, and support that affirmative by any evidence whatever? I defy him to 
do it.—edruth, Feb. 4. A Miner. 


THE GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY,

do not plain of geoiogist ing th lves over poteholes, or over any 
other subject with which they may choose to occupy themselves at their meetings, 
but I do think that the leading members of that society show a great want of consi- 
deration towards those who send them papers and specimens for discussion, and, after 
appointing an evening for the same, occupy nearly the whole time in other questions, 
enquired of several gentiemen afterwards if that was the system pursued at their 
meetings? They told me that mining subjects were not of interest there, as they were 
no miners.

QUARTZ LODES IN IRELAND. 


Srx,—I am happy to find that the quartz lodes in the western part of Cork, near 
Ballydehob, have at last becn taken notice of. One of them has, it appears, turned out 
exactly as I expected, and depend on it, Sir, there are hundred of places between 
Skibbereen and Crookhaven well worthy the attention of capitalists, and I will, when 


opportunity offers, ay out where a great many fine large quartz lodes can be seen. 
Most of them contain specular iron near the surface, and, in some instances, carry 
as it were a leaver of soft clay-slate, imoregnated with blue and green carbonates of 
copper and purple copper ore. In the great quartz lode at Horse Island, the carbo- 
nates and purple copper ore are found disseminated throughout the lode. The quartz 
at surface does not look at all promising for making much copper ; in fact, a stranger 
would think very little of it, but I have taken particular notice of it, and I find that 
at a few fathoms below the surface, particularly where it may be seen cropping out at 
surface, the lode has quite a different appearance; the carbonates get less plentiful, 
and the rich purple ores predominate, and it is my candid opinion that these lodes 
will in depth produce immense quantities of copper pyrites. 

The Audley property abounds in mineral veins; some contain purple ores, and 
others rich copper pyrites. Sea Horse Island and Ballycumisk, two valuable mincral 
properties. Look at the footof Mount Gabriel, and, again, on the properties of Messrs. 
Hulland Hungerford, and inthe neighbourhood of Goleen, and you may find numer- 
ous veins of quartz, some of great width, producing rich copper ‘ores, and others, as 
before stated, looking very hard and unproductive at surface. However, I feel con- 
fident that a great many of these quartz lodes will, if fairly developed, prove very 
remunerative in depth, 

During the few months I was engaged in exploring, inspecting, surveying, and re- 
porting on mines and minerals, in this part of Cork (Ballydehob), I had frequent op- 
portunities of examining other districts besides the one in which I was at first called 
on to examine. However, taking into consideration the advantag ted with 
mining in these districts, T have often thought a more beautiful spot could not be found 
in any other country, and that if many of these lodes were in Cornwall, they would 
not be so long neglected. Probably the time is not far distant when capitalists will 
turn their attention to this highly important part of the country. 

In the Bantry district, there are numerous veins of lead and copper. This part 
should be carefully surveyed by the mineralogist, and there he will fiad a fine field for 
mining, within five miles north and south of the bay. J. Hoskine.

“ THE SLATE TRADE,.—No, II.” 


8rn,—After an interva! of nearly seven months, your correspondent, whom, to save 
space, I hereafter style ** Y. C.,” and who undertook to furnish you with a series of 
papers on the Slate Trade, sends you his second contribution, headed as above, and 
inserted in your Journal of Nov. 29. He closes the latter with the promise, in his 
next, to ‘advert to the other important points connected with working quarries, 
cost of transit, royalty,” &c. 

Charitably disposed, I have been anxiously looking out for the fulfilment of that 
promise, hoping that ** Y.C.” would supply you with information compiled with 
greater care than be displayed in his first production (Slate Trade—No. I., published 
May 17 last), and that I might therein find points to some extent mitigating the high 
degree of unfairness of the means he adopted, in the so-calied No. II., to support the 
errors he promulgated in No. I. Ihave a great disinclination to enter into contro- 
versy with a correspondent whom you honoured by admitting his contributions into 
your valuable Journal; but as his No. IL. is but a tirade against myself and others 
who gently dealt with the errors he committed in No. I. ; and as silence on my part 
might be construed into an acquiescence in his remaks, I feel it due to your readers, 
as well as to myself, to break this silence. If ‘* Slate Trade—No. II.” be really the 
production of the same correspondent who supplied you with No. I. he has laid him- 
self open to a severe rebuke ; for he has recourse to not only deliberately misquoting 
that which has been replied to him, but even that which had been written by himself. 

My object in addressing you is not so much to reply to ** Y. C.” as to support 
the truth of my previous observations, and to defend my knowledge of the facts stated 
in my letters which appeared in your Journals of May 24 and Sept. 27 last. ‘To these 
I beg to refer those of your readers who take an interest in and understand the sub- 
ject of theSiate Trade. To such readers as wish only to satisfy a morbid taste for 
insipid word-warfare this letter will, therefore, afford no pleasure, and, no doubt, 
appear prosy, but I care not, for I write not for them. 

Fo. <¢ reasons stated I will not further engross on ‘* Y. C.’s” inconsistencies in 
denying pa.*t!y in No. L[. what he maintained in No. I. on the Slate Trade, and, on 
the other hand, adopting and taking credit to himself for the information and correc- 
tions supplied by Mr. Evan Hopkins and Mr. Pritehard’s notes to you, published re- 
spectively on May 24 and 31, and Dec. 13. 

The error of most general interest committed in * Slate Trade—No. I.” is ** Y. C.’s”” 
assertion that “slate is only produced in the British Isies.” His attempt in No. II. 
to make it appear that his remarks on the ‘** character and cleavage of the slate-rock 
found in Wales,” were not confined to a comparison with Irish, Scotch, and Cornish 
slates, does not in any way improve my estimate of his knowledge of the production 
of slate, It amounts simply to an admission that, as far as he knows, Mr. Evan 
Hopkins and i, may be right in stating that roofing slate is found also in many 
other parts of the world north of the equator. 

Even in the home slate trade, to which, I should think, his papers were intended 
to be fawn wed devoted, he has made a great mistake in omitting all allusion to the 
slate of Cumterland and Westmoreland. ‘he invaluable papers containing the results 
stated by Professors M‘Coy and Rev. A. Sedgwick, on the May Hill sandstone and pa- 
Ieozoic system of Engiand, and‘read before the Geological Society Nov. 3, 1852; uiso 
the Geological Survey of Great Britain, under the direction of the late Sir Henry De 
la Beche, will convince your more studious readers that the importance of the slate 
veins in Cumberiand, &c., gave rise to the division of the slate rock into Cambrian 
and Cumbrian systems, Confining myself, however, to the purely mercantile question 
of the interest or value of the many well known depositsof roofing-slates, I must refer 
““Y.C.” and your readers to my remarks in the second paragrapb of my letter, pub- 
lished May 24, in which I pointed out “that large exportations of slate take place 
from Wales,” owing to “the facility with which the larger quarries are able to pro- 
duce the article, and to ship it on board large sea-going vessels.” As in many other 
branches of industry, England’s maritime superiority has secured the pre} erance 
of the slate trade to those of her quarries which are so situated as to profit by her sea- 
girt position, mode of carrying their slates to a convenient market had, of

FORT BOWEN MINE, AND ITS MANAGEMENT. 
S1kx,— Your Journal of Nov, 8 contains various notices of this ‘* more sinned against 
than sianing” mine. ‘There are, however, two letters, which in fairness I can hardly 
let pass without offering some remarks, One from Dr. Collyer, and the other from 
anotber medical gentleman, Dr. Colston : one putting the adventure down as being ‘‘ as 


futile an undertaking as was ever presented to the public ;’’ and the other expressing 
his satisfaction, that if he were sent out “ it would be attended with much benefit to 
the company, and greatly assist in developing the riches of the Fort Bowen Mine.” 
Now, the latter uoctor has had, certainly, a much longer experience of this country 
than the former—about two years to six weeks; but if the hapless patient has become 
like the “sick man,” requiring the aid of the medicos, and they should be found dif- 
fering so materially, the result of what must happen “ when doctors differ” I pre- 
sume is inevitable, > 

It is wonderful to sce how Dr. Collyer can, with such “ transmutable facility,” 
change his written opinions of the same property. If my memory serves me right, 
the opening letters ot the doctor on Fort Bowen, written from the spot, and published 
in your Journals, gave wondertully different views of the value of this property than 
those now given out. I confess I was rather struck at the time in observing in one of 
the first letiers the rapidity with which the doctor formed his judgment of the place, 
after only the short residence of a fortnight in it. But be that as it may, they were 
published ; and now the difficulty must arise among your ** Fort Bowen” readers to 
know which of the two opinions to choose—those written on the spot, and favourable, 
or those written in England, after a good deal of warmth and altercation with the di- 
rectors, aud unfavourable. The experience I have had of this mine is now that of a 
twelvemonth’s immediate and daily exercise of head and limbs in the property itself, 
more than half of which time the management has devolved upon me. Accident 
brought it upon me, and in endeavouring to be of service to my employers I have been 
thrown into more practical acquaintance with the mine than I otherwise might bave 
been, At the same timé, the doctor need not be too hasty in putting me down as alto- 
gether a ** know nothing,” not even in cbemietry. 

With regard to the mine, the calculation of 9 dwts. to the ton only having been ob- 
tained may be mathematically correct, as respects what has been shown in the report, 
but it {s altogether wrong to deduce from that that ** this result may be considered as 
an average yield of the !ode.”” I assert it was not, and it was with the greatest sur- 
prise that I saw so uifair and improper a remark made in the report of Mr. Tregon- 
ing. The report states that 250 tons of ore were on the surface, raised from shaft 
No, 2, by his ‘immediate predecessors,” and that the shatt was down 21 ft., with a 
level driven west 30 ft.” 

I cannot say whether it was 250 or 800 tons, but I know that the ‘immediate pre- 
decessors”? were the six Germans who came out with me when I was here before, two 
years ago; they sunk the shaft and drove the evel, anc having had some four months’ 
undisturbed possession of the lode, they washed and manipulated with an industry 
well deserving (had honesty to their employers been their guide) the results well 
known here to have fallen tothem. It has been stated to me that they themselves 
made no secret of having taken away 50 lbs. weight among them. We have the men 
here now who washed for them, and they smile when they tell me that the Germans 
would not touch any of the fine gold, or slightly eres specimens ; they ordered (for 
they were the masters tere) the washers to throw 4ll that gaveany trouble away into 
the river where the men stood washing, and they liberally gave away specimens to 
their friends. They confined themselves to the coarser and easier procured particles 
of gold. Mr. Tregoning was almost entirely working on the waste and leavings of 
his i liate pred 8, the Germans, and the process pursued by him of merely 
blankets and bateas, without amalgamation, in my opinion did not recover the gold 
as it ought to have been. I have since tested the two processes, with and without 
amalgam; and efter passing the sand from the stamps by Mr. Tregoning’s plan, and 
carefully washing in bateas, even with the assistance of mercury, I have then stopped 
the stamps, and turned the whole of the sand that had run off from the blankets, atter 
two days’ stamping, through the Chilian mill, with a proportionate quantity of mer- 
cury, and the result was one-third of gold obtained direct from’ the stamps to two- 
thirds more from the sand that had run off and been washed over. Those friends of 
my own to whom I am known are aware that I would not lend myself to either writing 
up or writing down anything, unless in my conscience I felt it deservedit. I do not 
hesitate, then, to say that so far from 9 dwts. of gold per ton being the average yield 
of the lode stuff on this mine, had shaft No. 2 been sunk while even the present in- 
efficient means of reducing were in operation, that from the very collar of the shaft 
down as far in the level as the Germans and Mr. Tregoning drove it, I honestly 
believe 2 ozs. per ton would have been under the average yield. 

There is a further short letter from the Doctor in the same Journal, commenting on 
a small parcel of goldI sent home. The same calculations are made by him, grounded 

on the belief that the goid was the result of working purely lode stuff, but I beg to 
inform him that we stoped away simply the back of the lode, and on an average had 
not a foot of lode in a distance of 60 feet; in some places it was broad, and in others 
not 3 inches; and, in my opinion, to recover some 100 ozs, from what I took away 
spoke volumes for the body of the lode itself. 

The Doctor writes very positively on points he is unacquainted with. For instance, 
he asserts that for the last two years at no time did six Europeans live here. Now, 
this year we have had 14 Europeans, one a lady, who enjoyed excellent health for the 
12 months she was here; and with the exception of the deaths of two, and sickness 
of two others, the Europeans have had capital health. We bave had about 100 per- 
sons on the mine during the year, natives and Europeans, and three deaths in all oc- 
curred; among the natives there was certainly some sickness last May, but all reco- 
vered. Now, to find the two Doctors writing so forcibly about ‘* the frightful amount 
of mortality,” and the ** enormous number of deaths ”—really such exaggerations of 
style are very unbecoming two sober-sided medicos, 

Dr. Collyer seems to have been in a most funereal mood when he wrote the letter 
alluded to, for not content with killing and burying his poor patient, Fort Bowen, he 
promises a further conimunication on the “ untimely end” of a lot of other — 
nies. Pray, Sir, cheer up the worthy Doctor ; such doleful ditties amy unhinge him. 

Your other medical correspondent congratulates himself on never having had one 
death among the company’s servants while he was here, aud writes most defyingly 
of the power of Him who causes pestilence to cross the land. Such boldness in so se- 
rious a matter causes me to have doubts of his capabilities; but I rather think he can 
say with great truth that none of the company’s servants died. ‘The Spanish fleet 
could not be seen, because it was not in sight.’”? Now, Dr. Colston enjoyed his otium 
here a long time without any work going on, and although he offers the greatest be- 
nefits to the company if they would send him out, as by so doing it would greatly 
assist in developing the riches of this mine, it is rather a singular fact that during 
the latter portion of the time be was in this part he had such an aversion to assist in 
vany way in developing the riches of the mine, that he preferred a sea-side residence 
and little quiet rural retirements, farm pursuits, raising of stock, &c. 

‘The death of Capt. Paul! caused much pain here, as no one in the mine was ill, or 
had been; he brought the disease with him (intermittent fever of perhaps the worst 
class), from Colon, where at that time it was very bad. When he arrived on the mine 
he had a violent cold in the head apparently, face very red. I often wisbed him to 
lay up for a few days, but he unfortunately treated it too lightly, and went about with 
bare fect and carpet slippers through the wet. It so happened, I see in the papers, 
that Mr. Rowcroft, ex consul at Cincinnati, was attacked and died in the same month 
and in the same week ; and, from the symptoms described, of the same illness, though 
in a more northern latitude; his death was considered mysterious—cholera and all 
such other dispensations of the Almighty. 

With regard to the necessity of taking great care of oneself, I can only assure the 
two medical gentlemen that I have not taken one tithe the care of myself here that I 
would at home, and have enjoyed my health very well. This mine is very healthily 
situated, and those who want to run it down are either ignorant of facts, or have a 
personal object in eo doing. With regard to Capt. Tregoning being ill, he may have 
the same illness in England at the present time—fever and ague—as he bas been subs 
ject to that along time. That a doctor should be resident among us, I have always 














and consequently to command the wholesale market. To these favourable circum- 


strongly urged. Others opposed my views; why or wherefore know not, or ere 
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his one would have been sent out; for among a number of men, accidents and illness 
will occur requiring medical aid. There is a college of medicine and surgery at Car- 
thagena, and as the students there are naturally better acquainted with the diseases | 
peculiar to this country than those in England, most probably I shall obtain a medical | 
gentieman from that place soon. 

To conelude, Sir, I can assure your readers interested in the Fort Bowen property | 
that the simple reason why the mine has not long ere this taken up position among 
the dividend-paying ones is the unfortunate choice of agentsor managers. Capt. Tre- 
goning was the lirsi that really set about doing anything at ali; his predecessors were | 
always running a muck in some other direction. Residing at Colon, 70 miles off, seemed 
@ favourite mode of conducting affairs, At the outset the company, from the most 
liberal spirit, sent out such large supplies of good things, tbat their officers could not 
withstand the temptation of finishing them off fast ; and that took a loug time—riot- 
ing, diunkeuness, and death ruled the day. 

Then came an interregnum; anon another manager came out, but no sooner did | 
he tind that good lode stuff was hit upon than off he ran back to London, leaving the 
Germans to fill boxes, and send them after him, which, of course, they did, and, to 
his great mortification, cheated him. Itdid not occur to him to stopand fill the boxes 
himself first, if he was bent upon running away; bat why it did not occur to him to 
work the mine, as he was sent out to do, I am at a loss to say. 

Dr. Collyer must not allow the name of Fort Bowen toagitate him so much. Some 
time ago Punch bad a picture of Lord John running awuy after chalking up ‘** No 
Popery” on Cardinal Wiseman’s door. I wonder what would be the fate of the little 
boy (if caught) who should write “* Fort Bowen” on the door of No. 3, Park-road! 
The mine is a one, if it could only get fair play. Witiiam Greio.

Mr. J. H. Trumenueree said that after the allotment of the shares held in trust 
by the committee, he believed there would be 60 left, which could not be divided ; he 
would, therefore, propose that they be soid for the benefit of the company, 

Mr. Cuarres said he had a suggestion to offer upon that subject; there was a sam 
of money entered in the proceedings as a remuneration for the committee, but they bad 
never reecived Ia., although there was not a better committee of management in the 
City of London. (Hear.) And their seats for tbe first few months had not been beds of 
roses; he would, therefure, suggest that the 60 shares be offered to them as a emull 
remuneration for their services up to the present time. (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. H. Tremenueene had much pleasure in moving the following resolution :— 
** That as there are 13,300 shares entitled to the division of the shares now to be dis- 
posed of, and as an allotment of one share for every ten now held by the shareholders 
will absorb 1330 shares, leaving a balance of 60 shares, that the said 60 shares be 
offered to the committee as a small acknowledgement of their pust services on bebul! 
of the shareholders in these mines.” (Hear.) 

Mr. Price was an original holder of shares, and was glad of the opportanity ot 
seconding the resolution. He knew what the former committee had e, he 
believed the business was never conducted better than by the gentlemen who now 
filled that office. (Cheers.) The resolution was then unanimously carried, 

The CuarmMan said he felt exceedingly flattered by the kind ebullition of feeling 
exhibited, and which he was certain must be entertained by the whole of the com- 
mittee. He could not say that the —- was unknown to him, as Mr. Charles had 
stated before the meeting that he would bring it forward, and al re- 
quested bim not to do so, he believed they were aware that he was one of those sort 
of gentlemen that would have his own way. (Hear.) The committee had stated, 
when first appointed, that they would take nothing for their services until the mine 
was in a paying state, and had adhered to that promise, but they hoped soon to be in 
a position to pay dividends, and the committee to receive remuneration, (Cheers.) 

Mr, Coomae Woulr offer a few remarks about the commencement and rise of the 
company. In 1853 it was started with a capital of 30,000/,, and two years afterward 
they had not only spent all the money but got 5000/. into debt. The present com- 
mittee was formed in 1855, and Mr. Charles was sent down to see what could be done 
in the awkward position in which they were placed, as amongst other troubles they 
were involved in a Chancery suit, which they all knew was a very nice matter. It 
might be unnecessary for him to say more on hebalf of Mr. Charles than to state that 
be got the Chancery suit settled. (Hear.) But he also got the merchants to take 
their debta by instalments. When the present Chairman joined the committee twelve 
months ago he (Mr. Coombe) also became a member, but be could assure them he haa 
no idea of the entanglements of the company at that time, or he would not have con- 
sented. However, he soon found the Chairman such an able man of business that be 
determined to assist by putting his shoulder to the wheel. (Hear.) It was but jus- 
tice to their excellent Chairman to inform them that from bis high standing in Corn- 
wall he could get them money from the bankers in the time of need, now happily 
passed away. (Cheers.) With regard to Mr. Charles he could not say half enough, 
that gentleman, as he had before stated, had compounded the debts, and he had the 
pleasure of informing them that the creditors were being paid off quicker than they 
were legally entitied to under the agreement. (Hear.) [He (Mr.Coombe) considered 
Mr. Char!es was entitled to something independent of what he now reccivec for his ser- 
vices. They must also not forget that they were indebted tu Capt. Webb, as it was 
through him that they obtained Wheal E.izabeth; and, although he had been to some 
expense, he had never charged them one shilling. It was, therefore, to be hoped that 
the time wonld soon arrive when they would be ina position to make both Mr. Charice 
and Capt. Webb some recompense. (Hear.) In conclusion, he must say, on behalf 
of the committee, that they felt under great obligation to the shareholders for the 
manner in which they had supported them, and he trusted that in a short time they 
would be amply rewarded. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Cuarces felt much obliged for the manner he had been alluded to, and also 
Capt. Webb, who had not only rendered great service to the company in obtaining 
Wheal Elizabeth, but was untiring in bis exertions on behalf of the shareholders; 
indeed, his health had been seriously affected by it, but be was happy to say he was 
now recovered, and he hoped he would remain with them for a long time. Mr. 
Charles then fully explained, by a plan of the mine, the present position of the work- 
ings, as stated in the report. . 

The proceedings terminated with a cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman,

I went into the investigation as though not a word bad been said on the subject, and, 
after ten days’ inspection below, and several above ground, I am led to the conviction 
that what was said in Dec. is fully borneout inJan. The more I examined the ground 
the more fully was I impressed with its importance, both as it regards the junctions 
of the several branches of the great lode, the intersection of other lodes with it in 
depth, and the whole gevlogical construction and mineralogical bearing of the strata, 
and from which [ infer the probability of an early dixcovery of an immense deposit 
of copper ore. ‘The present end of the 100 is about 15 or 16 fins. east of the cross-cut, 
and about 7 fms. north of the engine-shaft. The said level is being driven on the 
south part of the main lode. With respect to the prospects of the 60 east of Uniun 
shaft, which is extended upwards of 70 fins. east of the cross-cut from the said shaft ; 
too much cannot be said in its favour. In confirmation of this statement, I refer you 
to the samples of ore brought by me from that place, and selected from a quantity of 
the like.

Mir. Surpron having seconded the resolution it was carried unanimously. He hoped 
the suggestion for working the mine economically would be carried into effect, but 
he did not consider they had a competent committee of management, as Mr. Lambert 
neglected to attend and Mr. Freeman refused to attend ; consequently the whole duty 
devolved upon the chairman and Mr. England.

Mr. Enotanp replied, that if Mr. Shaw had not superintended the payment the 
debt would have been more than double.

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Sarety APPARATUS For THe SuHarts or Mines.—Mr. G, A, Bates, 
Wigan, bas patented some improvements in apparatus for the prevention of accidents 
in ascending and descending shafts of mines, consisting in a novel application and ar- 
rangement of sustaining bolts or bars, to be used in connection with the guide or 
conducting rods in the shafts of mines, in such amanner that any accident which may 
arire or occur from the breakage or absence of the winding rope may be instantly 
provided for, or arrested, by the action of such sustaining bolts or bars at once secur 
ing the cage in any situation in the shaft in which it may be. These «pring bolts are 
affixed upon the under or inside of the roof or covering of the cage and are projected 
by means of springs from each end of the cage outwards towurds the walls of the shaft, 
upon which are fixed the conducting rods, extending from the top to the bottom of 
the shaft, and down which the cage ia conducted, The face or outer planc of these 
conducting rods are recessed in wedge-shaped notches (forming steps or bearings 
about a foot or so apart) continuously from end to end, which are for the reception 
of the bolts when any accident or other requirement occurs, The bolts are connected 
together by means of a chain or band, the middleof which is drawn through the cen- 
tre of the roof of the cage, and between two friction or guide pulleys secured thi reto, 
at which part it isattached by a hook or otherwise to the winding rope, band, or chain, 
It will now be evident that when the full weight or strain of the caye is exerted upon 
the winding rope, the bolt springs will be compressed and the bolts drawn inwurds 
from the notched face of the conducting rods, thus allowing the caye to ascend or 
descend freeiy, but upon the event of the rope breaking, slipping off the winding drum, 
or other such accident occurring, the springs will be released from the compression by 
the weight of the cage, and will instantly shoot out or project the bolts into the re- 
cesses formed in the conducting rods, and thus arrest the progress of the cage, and 
prevent its being precipitated down the shaft of the mine. Mr. Bates also proposes, 
in order to lessen the jerk or coneussion arising from the sudden stoppage of the cage, 
to place a yielding spring or buffer above the bolt, which will give way slightly, and 
thereby check or diminish the shock.

of “he Sierra Nevada, filled and covered as they are respectively already 
with snow, may be considered inexhaustible reservoirs to the mountain 
streams on which the miner depends for his supplies of water, From the 

uaatities of snow which have this season fallen in the mountains, we shall 
oubtless have the best season for water during the coming summer that 
has been experienced in California since 1853. We say then, to the miners, 
“* Be of good cheer, work while you can, ‘wait a little longer’ for the 
drenching rains, and then you will be enabled to more than redeem the 
time that has been lost during the a season.” é 

The Gold Hill Mill performed good duty last week. In 87 hours, with 
an average of 16 stamps running, 204} tons of ore were put through, 
which is at the rate of about 34 tons per stamp for 24 hours, In that 
time, 144 cords of wood were consumed, The ore gave nearly $6000

By the force 
ef the fingers it can be welded or kneaded into a pellet without crumbling, 
and becomes by the pressure of a tool nearly as solid as ordinary gold. 
It is therefore well adapted for dental purposes. The process by which it 
is said to be made is patented in America, and consists in repeatedly dis- 
solving, precipitating, amalgamating, heating, &c., so extraordinary that 
it is probably only put forward to deter others making it. On — gn 
of a similar spongy character was obtained by the following method :— 
Gold free from copper is dissolved in nitro-hydrochloric acid, keeping an 
excess of gold in the solution towards the close of the operation, 80 as to 
get rid of all nitric acid and avoid subse uent evaporation ; any chloride 
of silver present is filtered off. The solution of gold is now placed in a 
flat-bottomed vessel and heated, and a strong solution of oxalic acid addcd , 
in a few hours the whole gold is deposited, and the supernatant li uid may 
be decanted off, taking care all the time not to disturb the gold at the 
bottom, and the vessel is then several times filled up with boiling water 
and decanted until the last washings contain no more oxalic acid. The 
gold is now carefully slipped on to a piece of filtering paper, and by means 
of a spatula gently pressed into the form of the desired cake, but somewhat 
thicker; it is then removed toa porcelain crucible, and heated for a short 
time below a red heat, when it cies in dimensions, becomes coherent, 
and is similar to the American product in properties. As the American 
gold is of a reddish hue, it is probably precipitated by protosulphate of 
iron, and not by oxalic acid.—D. Fournns, F.G.S,: Chemical Gazette, 





Iron tn AmenicA.—From some recent advices, we learn that in Penn- 
sylvania State alone there was produced last year nearly 450,000 tons of 
pig-iron; of manufactured iron, 227,837 tons, consisting of bars, sheets, 
plates, rods, &«. The entire production last year was 1,000,000 tons, 
whilst the consumption was only 1,386,000 tons—a fact in itself which, 
to a great extent, accounts for the unusually small demand for iron from 
this country. To show the progress the iron manufacture is making in 
the States, it need only be said that in 1856 it was as great as it was in 
this country 35 years ago. In 1810, the iron manufacturing power of the 
States was equal to no more than 50,000 tons in 12 months; in 1847 it 
had reached 800,000 tons, but again fell to 500,000 tons in 1853 ; since 
that year it has gone on steadily increasing. In Pennsylvania alone there 
are employed 40,000 persons, taking the furnaces, mills, and forges. ‘The 
capital employed is estimated at more than 30,000,000/. sterling. 





Penpetvat Morion.—Mr. Duncan Lang, Greenock, patented, but failed 
to file a complete specification, for an invention for acting upon the com- 
mon atmosphere, accumulated or collected in vessels of any regular in- 
ternal form, and of any dimensions requisite for the purpose to which it 
may be sought to apply it as a motive power, in such a manner as to pro- 
duce a constant pressure, and cause it to act similar to steam in propelling 
machinery, or generally as a propelling power. The egy gee 
a general view of the parts as in operation, is the air-holder, in this case 
a cylindrical veastl, with hemispherical ends, being among the best forms 
for giving strength where a powerful machine is desiderated ; a revolving 
screw shaft passing longitudinally through its centre, and supported in 
bearings at each end ; on it the air preseer travels, having valves opening 
to either side, according to the direction of its movement, for regulating 
the pressure, by a release of the surplus power into the space it leaves by 
its travel, on whatever side it may be workingfrom. The shaft is turned 
by a ratchet lever, or ratchet levers, at each side of its ends, for alternat- 
ing the action of the presser, as either side of the vessel becomes in turn 
emptied of the air for the time acted on. With the two they are so ar- 
ranged, that while one is turning the shaft, causing the pressure, the other 
vibrates loose till the presser requires to be traversed in the opposite di- 
rection, when the Iftter is brought into action and the former released. 
They are wrought either directly from the ordinary shaft of the engine by 
an eccentric connection, or from any of the other moving parts in the same 
relation, according to the construction of engine, with an arrangement 
for reversing the Roc and alternating the travel of theair presser. The 
cylinder and its arrangements, or any other reciprocating or rotatory ma- 
chinery, with its necessary connections for completing the engine, com- 
municates with the air-holder by pipes, or passages, in which valves are 
placed, so that while one maintains an open communication from the pres- 
sure to the machinery, the other is kept closed by the same means, till 





the alternate action of the presser reverses their positions. Valves, also, 
are mounted on the ends of the air-holder for supplying it from the ex- 
ternal atmosphere, and others for the escapement of the extra pressure. 
It will be obvious that the machinery ores may be modified ina va- 
riety of ways, as motive-power engines usually are, to suit all modes of 
application for manufacture, or transit by sea or land, for the furtherance 
and extension of commercial interests and dealings, superseding, as an 
spe for these purposes, in efficiency and power all other engines 
in actual use. 





Coat Mininc —At the Manchester Geological Society meeting, on 
Tuesday (Captain Brown in the chair), Mr. E. W. Binney read a paper 
on the effects produced by working higher seams of coal before those lying 
under, and vice versa. He said in the drawing up of most of the leases 
of coal mines in Lancashire, where several seams, one above another, 
were leased, it had been usual to stipulate that the higher seam should be 
worked in advance of the lower, the lawyers supposing that the working 
of the lower seam first would injure the upper one. He then read ex- 
tracts from a paper by Mr. George Elliott, lately published in the fourth 
volume of the transactions of the North of England Institute of Mining 
Engineers, which contained that gentleman’s observations on the effect 
produced on beds of coal by working away the over or under-lying seams 
first, at the collieries of Monkwearmouth, Usworth, and those belonging 
to the Marchioness of Londonderry. He came to the conclusion that very 
different effects were produced by working seams at different depths, for 
while at Monkwearmouth, the working away of the upper seam improved 
the lower, at the Usworth collieries it rendered the now seam almost 
valueless, Several coalowners took part in a short discussion which fol- 
lowed the reading of this paper.—Mr. Roberts stated that, in Staffordshire 
the lower seams were first worked.—Mr. Blackburn said, his experience 
was, that the coal should be got first from the upper mines, but he thought 
it was impossible to make a rule applicable to every case,—Mr. Binney 
said, it was om this account that he found fault with the lawyers, who en- 
forced one rule in the leases in all cases.—On the suggestion of Captain 
Brown, the subject was adjourned for further discussion, and the proceed- 
ings concluded with a vote of thanks to Mr. Binney, 











Imvortant to Mrninc SHaRresrokers.—At the City Sheriffs’ Court 
an action was brought, Sharpe v. Stockwell. The amount sought to be 
recovered was small, but the principle involved was of some importance. 
It appeared by the evidence that the plaintiff, who is a mining agent, had 
been employed by a client to purchase some shares in’the Rorrington Mine, 
and applied, in September last, to the defendant, a sharebroker, and pur- 
chased a number of shares at 4d. each. It appeared, however, that in 
August it had been determined to wind-up the affairs of the company ; and 
it was then resolved that no further shares should be transferred, but that 
the shareholders should have the option of taking shares in a new scheme 
under a more favourable lease, or of abandoning their shares, taking their 
interest in the machinery, but by the circular issued the adventurers were 
to elect before acertain day. In the present instance, the shareholder 
had not taken any notice of this, either assenting or dissenting ; and the 
shares were sold to plaintiff, who applied to have them registered, but was 
then told of the resolution of the committee to wind-up the affairs, and 
that the holder of the shares had ceased to have any interest in the com- 
pany, not having replied to the circular. It was contended for the plain- 
tiff that he had been deceived, and that the shares were useless. For the 
defence, it was contended that the shares were of value, as the holder 
would, at all events, be interested in the machinery, and that although 
the shares could not be transferred, the seller would be held entitled as 
a trustee for the buyer, so that actually the shares retained a value. His 
Ifonour (Mr. Pendergast) said he did not think that there had been any 
deception, but that both parties considered the shares were of some value ; 
but it was clear they were not, excepting to the person holding them at 
the time the company broke up; for the shares could not be transferred, 
and he was satisfied that no court of equity would interfere in such a 
case. He held that there was no legal consideration, and that plaintiff 
was entitled to recover back the amount paid. Judgment for plaintiff.

New Appwication or Fustnte Metat.—Mr. John Thompson has com- 
municated a paper tothe Franklin Institute, Philadelphia, showing that fusible metal 
may be used with great advantage in making drills for boring rock, and more especially 
in sinking Artesian wells. The drill consists of an iron cup, with a stem to fit into 
the other machinery, as with the common drill. Into this cup asuitable number of hard 
tempered steel chisels are sct, and the whole run into one solid tool, by means of the 
fusible metal—the chisels being spread beyond the edge of the cup e0 as to bore any re 
quired width of bore hole, and toallow a free passage of waterand debris while working. 
There is noither difficulty in manufacturing this tool, nor danger of injuring the tem- 
per of the steel chise's, as 208 degree Fahr. is the melting point of this metal, which 
is hence quite fluid with boiling water. When the drill is reduced in size, or blunted by 
boring, it can be easily heated so as to melt the fusible metal, when the chisels may be 
taken out separately and sharpened, after which they may be set to the original gauge 
in the cup of metal, and when cold the tool is as good as at first (without the aid of 
a blacksmith) The hole can always be kept quite circular, and any sized hole can be 
bored, from the s:nallest to one of as many feet in diameter as of inches with the pre- 
sent drill, requiring only an increased size of cup, an increared number of chisels, 
and an extra power to work it. The improved drill can be worked horizontally or in 
an inclined position, with the same facility as those in present use, and it is antici- 
pated that it may be rendered available not only for boring in search of water or mine- 
rals, but fer cutting and boring through mountains for railroads and canals.

mon sense, necessary to ‘* keep the wheels in motion,” at this mine as is eupposed 
to exist at head quarters in London. The axie of the large water-wheel (36 feet in 
diameter), having suffered for want of attention and nutriment, has broken. I find 
that the brasses were permitted to wear away without grease, and an effort was 
made last week to replace them in the pedestal . a new set, when the axle snapped, 
and three persons (not shareholders) liad a narrow escape of being killed. I have 
no desire to sustain analogy, but it was found that the *‘ bearings” were actually 
ground down by friction to the thickness only of a quarter of aninch! Thus are 
mining operations conducted in some cases, and noone held responsible to confiding 
suffering proprietors for the mismanagement.—Arcous: frbd. 4. 
P.T.C.”—The Lake Bathurst Mining Company, though not formally dissolved, may 
be considered as virtually extinet. The shareholders must remember a trial which 
took place about three years since; the summing up of the judge on that occasion 
was most severe, and the conduct of Matthews and Knell (the vendors) was highly 
reprubated—in fact, it would appear that they had disposeu of an auriferous district 
they had never been in possession of. One of these worthies had boasted, eo soon 
as he heard of the gold excitement, that by taking a pan of auriferous dirt with him 
to England, he would make his fortune. Our opinion i«, that there is no probabi- 
lity of any of the deposit being returned, even to the smallest coin of the realm. 


Tue Martizn Process.—Mr. Martien’s patent agent bas adopted his usual gentle- 
manly course by replying so promptly to my communication, and affords the usual 
amount of information conveyed in bis letters. In attacking me as »n anonymous 
writer, he should recollect that all are not equally enviable of notoriety; and fur- 
ther, that although I am anonymous to the public, my name is known to the editor 
of the Mining Journal, and if there were no guarantee fur the correctness of what 
I put forward, it would undoubtedly have been rejected. 1 contend that, for the 
benefit both of inventors and the public, a* much as possible should be made known 
as to the result of their labours; and this Mr. Martien’s patent agent may yet learn. 
Iam now, however, less surprised at Mr. Martien’s silence, having since read his 
just specification. Now, I can understand blowing air, steam, or a mixture of air 
and steam, through molten metal, and I can also understand mixing iron fragments 
with various powders; but Mr. Martien’s Jast patent has another remarkable fea- 
ture —he proposes to blow a dry powder through liquid metal. Now, certainly, 
these two opposite substances could not be regularly inixed—which is essential to 
moake good iron—without stirring, and I would advise him not to perform that 
operation too freely.—K.8.: City, Jan, 29. 

Great Warat Busy Unrrep Mrves.—I find, from a notice in the Journal of last week, 
that the water is in fork to the 40 fm. level, with ** large quantities of rich tinstuff”’ 
at this point also. In the same Journal I drew attention to the agent’s report in 
that of Jan. 17, in which ‘‘ vast quantities of stull-stuff’’ were said to be found at 
and about the 30 under adit, yielding from 17 to 18 ewts. tin per 100 sacks. From 
some caute or other, it was reported 17/. to !8/. tin per 100 eacks. You will at once 
perecive the error and the difference, which I deem worth correcting, as your nu- 
merous mining readers will not understand what can be meant by 17/. or 18/. tin 
per 100 sacks: for this bears but a sorry proportion to and comparison with 17 or 
18 cwts. tin per 109 sacks. Again, I referred to the discovery in the 20, of a lode 
20 ft. in width, with several veins 6 in. wide; I said, say four such veins (and not 
4 in.) would make a lode 2 ft. wide, of solid copper ore. I shall be heartily glad if 
no greater discrepancy will be found to exist between the report referred to and the 
reality, than between the original copy and your issue—the one can be corrected 
and amended ; the other, I fear, never. Fair and candid reporting, with the line 
of policy referred to last week, will do more for Great Wheal Busy and for mining 
in general than any declamatory reports. I trust Wheal Busy people wil! take the 
hint, and not promise so much and perform so little. For, according to the report 
referred to, tin and copper should be seen in large heaps at surface, if not in a mar- 
ketabie state.—A Parp-up SHarenotper: Feb. 3.

“A Kelinquisher.”—The right of “A Relinquisher”’ tothe value of his proportion of the 
plant, &c., and the time at which he should be paid, must be governed entirely by 
the cost-book rules of each mine, and by them alone, so that the right and the time 
for payment is in each case a question of construction of rules, and no doubt it is 
on that account that in Tapping’s Cost-boo« Essay no time for the payment is speci- 
fied. In most mines, however, the usage is to pay in twelve months, but in some 
three years after the valuation. We never intended to convey that such usage wa 
binding in strict law; all we wished to state was that, as it was convenient and 
usual in the majority of mines to pay twelve mouths after, &c., so payment should 
not be required before that time, The usual course is to value the plant forthwitb 
on relinquishment, and to pay in twelve months after. There is no decision or spe- 
cific law in toe Stannaries Law as to the time for payment, so that ** A Relinquisher”’ 
m-y, if he wishes to be prompt, suc for his ng ook within a reasonable time after 
his relinquishment. Whatis a “ reasonable time” must be gathere | from the fact» 
of each case ; fora mine may be drowned, or other temporary impediments may 
prevent the valuation, We are aware that it ix generally supposed by many well 
informed mining agents that the mine has twelve months to pay after valuation ; 
but such supposition is erroneous, un eas the rules expressly so provide, In truth, 
the usage has been mistaken for law, in the same manner as it is ordinarily sup- 
posed that a creditor cannot «ue his debtor’s executor until! twelve months after the 
debtor’s decease, usually cailed the ‘*dead man’s year; but this also isa fallacy, 
though a convenient and mercifal one, Immediately after the valuation, the Stun- 
naries Court, or a jury, would direct payment of the proportion. 

Gux-Corroy.—Mr. Warington Smyth observed in one of his lectures at the School of 
Mines, that gun-cotton had becn objected to in Germany and Hungary, in severa) 
instances, on accounts of its danger and comparative inefficacy. It was first po- 
tented by Schnbein ; it has been tried in several mining operations, bat has not the 
blasting force of gunpowder. Its liability to explosion renders it, likewise, 3 dan- 
gerous compound, it is much more cleanly than powder, but the tomping and load- 
ing is more difficult and dangerous. 

Bairisn Mines, AND Tue Stock Excuance.—Now that the British mines are consi- 
dered sutficient)y national to be admitted into the daily lists of the Stock Exchange, 
and thus rescuing this valuable property from the jaws of those ** crocodiles and 
alligators ” which crawl about the swampy neighbourhood of Threaduncedle-street 
and the mining district, I hope that a healthier state of management of mines will 
be infused into the speculations generaliy, especially with regard to the commercia) 
department, when we consider that 26,000,000/, of our annual profits arise out of 
the products of British mines. There stouid be no exclusive dealing with regard 
to the purchase of mining materials, but the managers should consiJer themselves 
as guardians of the ‘* out-adventurers,” as well as the friends of the monopolists, 
When we see certain emal! merchants advertising their timber at 8d, per foot, they 
should certainly buy these articles at the cheapest market, even if the parties are 
not as rich and powerful as their great neighbours. Why should not the writer, 
and other parties who put their capital into mines, br allowed to have the materials 
as cheap for the mines in which they adventure as if cach individual bought for 
himself. This shou!d be enquired into at every mining audit which may be held in 
future. I know some mines paying Id. and 11d. per foot for timber, when the 
same article can be had equally as good at 8d., and also other materials in the same 
way.—A SHAREHOLDER 1x Mines: Feb. 5.

So here the Act or | 
eharter regulating the manner in which a number of persons may act together for a | 
common object, would be repealed by the general Act forbidding any such partner- 
ship to carry on business, unless registered under the new Act. 

Opinions have been taken upon the question, as we are informed, and among them 
that of the Attorney-General, who holds that the companies so situated are deprived 
of their protection, and reduced to the dition of partnerships, We re- 
commend the legal advisers of such companies to look to it atonce. If the flaw is as 
fatal as it is pronounced by the authorities, it isa serious matter. Nevertheless, we 
you+t venture in the face of the au‘horities to doubt whether the words, ** authorised 
so to carry on business,” might not fairly be construed to apply not only to cases 
where the authority is express, but to those where the private Act merely regulates, 
on the ground that the regulations mney authority to do that which such regula- 
tions refer. Still, the point has been raised, and the weight of opinion is aguinst this 
view of it. 


From the above, it appears that no less an authority than the Attorney- 
General is of opinion that the companies above referred to are deprived of 
their statutory protection, and reduced to the condition of common part- 
nerships. If this be so, we cannot but regret that the Act is so faulty; 
however, there exists this consolation, that the commencement of the ses- 
sion of Parliament gives us hope of a speedy consideration, not only of the 
above, but of all our other objections. 








In our remarks in a former Journal, as to the position and prospects of 
the mining industry of the Sister Isle, we mentioned that the Mining 
Company of Ireland had prosecuted a theory laid down by Mr. Hoskins, 
and had found copper after passing through 35 fathoms of quartz.

pf the labourers, as may be proved by the attestation and affidavit of Dr. 
uNNING, the chief commissioner. Mr. Oxenroxp solemnly declares that 
ven, if the expenses were to be stopped immediately, the sum in his hands 
ould not amount to one-fifth of his just claims. From the fact that the 
English Court of Chancery has no jurisdiction in Brazil, and as Mr. Ox- 
nrorp will only abide the decision of the Brazilian courts, the sole course 
pen to the shareholders appears a specdy compromise with Mr. Oxen- 
ord, otherwise the mings will be irretrievably lost from non-compliance 
ith the leases. By a speedy settlement much difficulty will be avoided, 
nd the shareholdrs may find themselves possessed of a valuable property.

WETHERED’S PATENT COMBINED STEAM. 
A meeting of gentlemen interested in the question of economising steam | 
was held at the London Tavera, on Thursday (Mr. Charles Anderton in 
the chair), for the purpose of considering the merits of the invention of 
the Hon, Mr. Wethered, for employing a vapour composed of ordinary 
saturated and super-heated steams. Among those present were Alderman 
sir H. Muggeridge ; Captains Thornhill and Browne; Messrs, Thomas 
Luce, M.P.; Locke; A. C. Ionides, Consul-General for Greece ; William 
Firth, of Leeds; John Longbottom, C.E., of Leeds; J. M. Crossland, 
M.Inst.C.E.; J. Hawkshaw, C.E.; 8. Cunard; B. Seott; C. Bischoff ; 
Abram Longbottom, C.E.; William Haywood, Chief Engineer to the 
City of London; and Philip 8. Coxe. Mr. Bischoff stated the object of the 
meeting, and explained that it had been called in order that the merits of 
the invention might be discussed, and if thought desirable that measures 
should betaken for purchasing Mr. Wethered’s patent right for Great Britain 
and Ireland. Amongst the many beneficial results of the new system was 
a saving in the consumption of fuel of from 30 to 40 per cent., with all the 
advantages consequent upon such saving; bvilers will not require to be 
so large by about two-fifths; diminution in the quantity of feed and of 
injection- water required; a unifurm pressure can be more easily main- 
tained ; fewer stokers will be required; steam-ships will not have so fre- 
quently to go into port to re-coal ; and the space saved by diminished quan- 
tity of fuel. and diminished size of boiler, can be used for freight.

This plan of tackling the skip was now altered for the men to ascend and 
des. end, and on this morging, as soon as two men and two boys commenced 
their descent, the hook in the plate broke, the side of the skip which hung 
by it feil, and the two men who were near were precipitated to tho bot- 
tom—the two boys who were on the other side of the skip being saved 
by clinging to the chains. The banksman being at the gin was unable to 

lace the trolly over the pit’s mouth, but by getting help this was done, and
